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MEMORANDUM 

TO MR. BECK: October 19. i955 

Yesterday 1 spent the afternoon with "Wrier Becu. We discussed a number 
of things among which were 1) the ITF and Teamsters relationship; 

2) the Teamsters luncheon for foreign delegates to the coming AFL 
Convention, 3) the Teamsters program in Italy, end 4) the effect d the 
recent Geneve conferences on the ICFTU and the ITF. Following is a 
brief report on eech of these metters. 

1) The status of the constitutional smendment which will provide for 
vice-presidents representing continents is this: Becu heeds e committee 
of four to drew up the amendment and bring it to the Executive Committee 
meeting which takes place at Frankfurt in February. The Committee 
consists of Becu, Yates, Jehn of Germany and Ksnow of Holland. Becu 
says the Committee is favorable end there should be no difficulty. At the 
meeting in February, Becu expects the Executive Committee to adopt the 
report. As you know, the Executive Committee now consists of nine 
members, plus Becu. After the Executive adopts the constitutional 
amendment, it will gjto the full Confress which meets in Vienna in July. 

The elections will also take place there 

Becu brought uu the matter of per capita tax oaymenta. As I understand it, 
we now pay ey per year on some 50,000 members. Becu felt it would be a 
grand gesture on our part if we would raise this to perhaps 150,000 to 
200, 000 before the Congress so that we would not look as if we had bargained 
for e vice-presidency. As you know, I am in sympathy with this suggestion. 

Should the constitutional amendment fail, and I have no doubt of its success, 
we could alwaye revert to our 50, 000 affiliation. Thus, we are only gambling 
e small amount of money to a worthwhile cause for a period of one year. 

I will continue to stay la touch with Becu to follow the progress of the 
conetiutional amendment. 

2) Becu Intends to arrive around December 3 and suggests that our luncheon 
•ught to take place within e few days after his arrival, since there seems 

to be a great deal of time on the hands of the foreign delegates the first 
few days after their arrival. We will tentatively try to hold the luncheon 
on Monday, December 5, at the Vanderbilt Hotel which is across the street 
from the Armory and there it would be convenient to everyone.

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S) Bacu is vary happy with tha progress that i» being made in Italy by 
tha Taamitari (TILTAT). Grassi alto eat in with me on this part of 
the mooting. I havo already reported to you on Grassi's enthusiasm on the 
way the program was handled*-through Becu and the ITP, thus guaranteein 
that the money was spent intelligently 

4) Be cu feels that tha ICFTU must be especially careful now that there 
is a Geneva spirit abroad to block attempts by iron curtain country trade 
unions to infiltrste the ICFTU. When the oeportuoity presents itself, 

I can give you morethtails on the subject. 

Becu ea. ressed his regret that he could not see you but undo-stood 
completely. He asked that I convey to you his best wishes and that he is 
loohing forward to seeing you in December.
